New York, Apri) 9, 1884.—Will making 
and will breaking form one of the mos 
jucrative branches of the legal profession in 
this city. The latter halfof the process yields the 
most money and the least credit. 

A earcasiic line in a comedy recently played here 
has a certain truthful application to a class of New 
York lawyers who figure in this sort of litigation. 
says ove lawyer of the dramatis persone to 
gnother ofa rich merchant in the play, “I nave

drawn his will so carefully that you can easily 
preak it.” 

Undoubtedly this district is more fruitful of : 
scandalous will contests than any ether in the 
country, because we have so many more mil- 
lionaires to the efqnuare acre on Manhattan 
island than on any other like territory; 
put one feature of the law itsslf encourages the 
disputing of wills oa frivelous grounds, 

It leaves it optional with the surrogate whether 
or not the lawyers for the contestants shall be paid 
during the litigation allowances out of the estate 
in dispute. An Uuuscrupulous surrogate can in 
this way throw large sums to lawyers to whom he 
isfriendly. Hence uuscrupulous lawyers are ever 
ready tosiir up this sort of contest in the hope of 
getting such allowance, When they do they usu- 
ally associate with themselves a personal friend 
of ‘he surrogate to influence liberal allowances 

Large sums are charged by lawyers for merely 
drawivg wills. In many cases their charges 
amount to & considerable per centage Oa the prop- 
erty devised. In a few insiances testators pay thei 
fees by bequests to the iawyers drawing the wills, 
doubtiess with the idea that the lavter will Jabor to 
make the instruments litigation-proof, in order to 
secure theirowno rewards. Luther R. Marsh once 
drew a will for James B. Taylor, who had for years 
been a clieut of his, but who had paid him little in 
fe 8,bult who promised to remember him in his 
will, In the wiil, as Mr. Marsh d:ew it, Taylor be-

queathed him $75,000, and an additional large sum 
was given to Mirs Marsh to further several charita- 
bleand church objects she had at heart. 
This will was uot found on Taylor's 
sudden death, but anotherin the handwriting of 
one George Duryea turned up with a clause be- 
queathing several thonsand dollarsto Duryea... A 
contest eusued,and the esate of $2,000,000 was 
literally wasted, and the heirs impoverished in 
litigation before the will drawn by Marsh came to 
light. In that remarkable contest, which lasted 
several years,a number of lawyers were employ 

ed. Ose of them, Rufus T. Andrews,a friend of 
the ther surrogate, got as much as $60,000 out of 
the case; Heury L. Clinton, famous in all litigation 
of this Class, got still more. Theosly person who 
really made nothiog out of the contest were, th 

lawyer who drew the first wiliand Douglas Tay: 
jor, tho printer who printed the case for the con. 
testant lawyers.

only president ever impeached; as the nation’s 

representative in an important international con- 

gress; as his pariy’s pleaderin the great national 

election issue of 1876-7, and as the chief advocate 

of Henry Ward Beecher in his famous litigation, is 

world-wide and imperishable. 

Mr. Evartsisalways a remarkable figure in a 
courtroom oron the public platform, and it is 
difficult to determine whether he appears to greater 
advantage as a legal advocate or a political orator. 
Butin either capacity, whether expounding law 
or explaining politics, his oraterical manner is the 
same dispassionate, yet forcible, argumentative, yet 
full of illustrative narrative or anecdote whchi adds 
to the interest of what he says and relieves {ft of 
prosiness, and always clear and concise. It isa 
common ¢rror to represent Mr. Evarts ascomplicated 
iu style This is wholly based upon the fact 
that his sentences. either wiitten or oral, are long, 
but it is a false impression which regards them as 


involyed. Thereare few writers or speakers 
With such comment of words or emch 
powers of impressive delivery as Mr. Evarts 


possesses. During the long Beecher trial some 
years ago, I think I must have heard him speak at 
more or lesslength every day and always in the 
sdiuc deliberate style which he adopts ia arguments 
and which he does not wholly discardin appeal 
or invective. His style of speaking is very 
slow—the thirty odd stenographers at the Beecher 
trial all rated him as slowest of all the speakers in 
the case, but sill the most difficult to report on 
account of the complicated punctuation of his long 
rentences, jsut however slow he may be 
in utterance he never excites suspicion of he sitating 
for word or idea. His sentences are so long and his 
delivery so slow that in first hearing him oue cans 
not but fear that before he reaches the conclusion, 
he will have forgotten not only the verbs and tenses 
with which he began, and conclude with a dis- 
grateful exhibition of disjointed nouns and num- 
bers, but thai he willalso.have lost the thread of 
the argument, But the longest of Mr, Evaris’sargu- 


mentative sentences are as clear in 
meaning and aS perfect in construc- 
tion as the briefest epigram. It is evident 


from the examination of any one of his long print: 
ed senteuces that notwithstanding the apparent 
wandering from the point into the explanatory 
parenthesis and illustrative questions aad excla- 
mations which are injected into it, that the whole 
speech was clearly fixed in his mind before he had 
spoken a word. 

A more Common mirapprehension regarding Mr. 
Evyarts is that he is a very austere man, 
On the contrary he is brim ming 
over with humor. For a man who probably never 
laughed aloud in his life he comes nearer beingone 
of constaut smiles than any other public man I 
know of, Histemper isof the evenest. I have 
seldom seen him irascible or vexed and never 
saw him in a passion. 

Mr. Evarts is the head of one of the largest firm 
of solicitorsin the country. Their officesin Wail 
street are divided into about fifteen compartmeats, 
each occu pied by associates or clerks who have each 


a particular branch of the business to look to.- One 
attends solely to the drawing of various forms of 
deeds, such as mortgages contracts, etc. Others lonx 
after the drawivg‘of complaints orr.vswers in suits 
The firm probably compromises more suits than 
ittries. Mr, Evarisand Mr, Choate are the priaci- 
pal orators of the concern, Mr. Butler and Mr 
Southmey<c are the office lawyers,’ who make out 
most of the briefsard digests of the causes tried 
by the firm, and who ‘stuff’ their oritorica 
brethren with the facts developed and the law 
authorities applcable to each particular case 
Sometimes the orator thus ‘‘stuffed’’ gets his facts 
eonfused. In the Hoyt case alluded to Mr Evarts 
made a statement of facts which was pronounced 
by the opposiug counsel as notin accordance with 
the evidrice Mr. Evarts had evidently got the 
facts confused; hut he wasequalto the occasion, 
and emiliig with the court over his mistake and 


testants, is reported to have been paid

The Opmptroller of the Curreney Pat Under Severe 
i Arraignment by a Boston Hank, 

Boston, April i2.—William A Pzine, secretary of 
the cofmmit'ee of shareho!d«r, of the Pacific bank» 
siid this af.ernoon that on Tuesday Jast a series of 
charges against. Comptroller Kuox were forward- 
ed tothe house commiteeon banking and currency 
in Washington, which is now investigating the 
affairs: of that bank. “These charges,’’ said Mr. 
Paine; “‘are fourteen in number, end contain en- 
tirely new eyidence, implicating Comptroller 
Kuox. At the time of the previous hearing before 
the house committee on baakirvg and currency, we 
had been too much hurried, owiug to death of Mr 
Ives sand the exchange in our counsel, to put 
these Jatter charges in proper form, some 
what delayed their presentation untilnow in order 
to make them comple'te ia every detail, Under 
these allegations and the evidence supporting 
them. Iam not at liberty to state what these 
charges are, because Mr. Kacx is to appear before 
the house committee on Tuesday next. when these 
charges will be formally presented.

THE CHARGES RECEIVED, 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The committee on banks 
ing and currency has called upon Comptroller 
Knox for all the papers and correspondence in his 
office relative to the Pacific National bank of Bos~ 
ton. A number of charges against Mr. Kuox have 
been placed before the committee since the recery 
investigation by the secretary of the committee ot 
shareholders of the Pacific bank. A copy of these 
charges was hanced to the comptroller to-day in 
order that he might answer them.

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QUINCE CULtTUuRE.—The quince iis a gross 
feeder, as is indicated by the mu tijade of its 
tibronus roots interlacing and grasy every 
portion of the soul in its vieinity. |t delights 
in bollows that have received the wash of fer- 
tilizing matters from higher grounds, nature's 
pockets, that have been storing uj) fertility 
for ages; and from this fact came the nyiista- 
ken idea that the quince should bejetin low, 
wet places, and it is often p!anied where 
water stands the greater part of ib year. In 
such situations no fruit will thrivd. I have 
had as good success with quinces, fet in up 
land that is quite dry, but in good |condition 
of fertility, as with those set in nadist, heavy 
soil, each receiving the same treatrent. This 
luct has caused remark from manb visitors, 
Toe injary done the quince by ovtr-fertiliz- 
ing is greater than is liable to occur’ to almost 
aby other fruit tree, asin yery rib soil, or 
when abundantly supplied with stimnlating 
manures, its growt’ is excessive; 1o the ex- 
clusion of fruit spurs, and the rank succulent 
growth continuing until the aj)proach of 
wioter, miust receive injury from, freezing, 
roducing blight the ensuing seascn. 

In rich soils cultivation shou!d cease after 
July, and any shvocts of excessire growth 
should be pinched. A moderate ciuantityof 

rtilizer, annually suppiied to spil of fait

The melons are 
gross feeders, and require much water to sup- 
ply the abundant juices and large evepor& 
tion from their exi«nsive leaf surface, while 
the northern season is none too long forthem.

Mr. Evartsisalways a remarkable figure in a 
courtroom oron the public platform, and it is 
difficult to determine whether he appears to greater 
acvantege asa legal advocate or a political orator. 
Butin either capacity, whether expounding law 
or explaining politics, his oraterical manner is the 
same dispassionate, yet forcible, argumentative, yet 
full of illustrative narrative or anecdote whchi adds 
to the interest of what he says and relieves {t of 
prosiness, and always clear and concise. It isa 


common error to repregant Mr. Evarts ascom plicated 
in style This is wholly based upon the 


fact 
that his sentences. either wiitten or oral, are long, 
but it is false impression which regards them as 
involved. Thereare few writers or speakers 
With such comment of words or *mch 
powers of impressive delivery as Mr. Kvarts 
possesses. During the long Beecher trial some 
years ago, | think I must have heard him speak at 
more or lesslength every day and always in the 
simac deliberate style which he adopts ia arguments 
and which he does not wholly discard in appeal 
or invective. His style of speaking is very 
slow—the thirty odd stenographers at the Beecher 
trial all rated him as slowes: of all the speakers in 
the case, but siillthe most difficult to report on 
account of the complicated punctuation of his long 
fentences. But however slow he may be 
im utterance he never excites suspicion of he sitating 
for word oridea. His sentences are so long and his 
delivery so slow that in first hearing him one cans 
not bat fear that before ne reaches the conclusion, 
he will have forgotten not ouly the verbs and tenses 
with which he began, and conclude with a dis- 
grateful exhibition of disjointed nouns and num- 
bers, but that he will also.havs lost the thread of 
the argument, But the longest of Mr, Evarts’sargu- 


mentative sentences are as clear in 
meaning and as perfect in construce 
tion as the briefest epigram. It is evident 


from the examination of any one of his long print- 
ed senteuces that notwithstanding the apparent 
wandering from the point into the explanatory 
pareuthesis and illustrative questions aad excla- 
mations which are iujected into it, that the whole 
speech was clearly fixed in his mind before he had 
spoken a word. 

A more common misapprehension regarding Mr. 
Evarts is that he is a very austere man, 
On the contrary he is brim ming 
over with humor. For a man who probably never 
laughed aloud in his life he comes nearer beingone 
of constant smiles than any other public man I 
kuow of. Histemper isof the evenest. I have 
seldom seen him irascible or vexed and never 
saw him in a passion. 

Mr. Evaris is the head of one of the largest frm 
of solicitors in the country. Their officesin Wail 
street are divided into about fifteen compartmeats, 
each occupied by associates or clerks who have each 


& Darticular branch of the business to look to.- One 
attends solely to the drawing of various forms of 
deeds, such as mortgages. contracts, etc. Others lonk 
after the drawiug‘of complaints or ruswers in suits 
The firm probably compromises more suits than 
ittries. Mr. Evarisand Mr. Choate are the princi-

to best adventage when indulging in sarcasm, but 
even his sarcasm is unrefined a: d brutal; in bis 
hands satire isa bludgeon, not the rapier which 
Evarts so gracefully draws at infrequent times. 
Mr. Conkling carries his club as the policeman 
does, at all times, and he is 
about as indiscrimivate in its use, 
In the Hoyt case and in that of Marsh vs. Garrison, 
a suitinvolving about-$4 0e0 000. Mr. Conkling 
has displayed chiefly his disposition to biowbeat the 
lawyers and the court. It is quite evident that he 
does not intentional/y do these things; nor is it at. 
all clear that he knows how ungracicus he appears 
in doing them.

LEASES FOR POS10FFICE PURPOSES. 

The court of claims recently decided that 
the government has no authority to lease a 
building beyond a year, or during the life of 
én #ppropriation bill. Under such a plan 
the government is paying from one:third to 
one-half more when it.needs leased room, 
than an individual who cen take a long lease 
is expected to pay. The senate has passed a 
‘bill to remedy the difficulty by permitting 
the post flice department to lease buildiogs 
up to a period of ten years with a right to re- 
scind the lease when the premises become 
unfit for occupaucy, or when the business 
becomes cramped in the space rented. Mr.

Helpieg These Who Help Themselves—The Inx 
eustrial Beboo! and Ite Buecessful Werk — 
How the Needy Poor sre+ Taught 
To Barn Toeir Own Wey, Eve, 


“t have about decided,’ said a clear headed, 
preciical business man to me the other day, ‘that 
whenever I have auything to give to beggars, I will 
put it into the bands of some good weman and let 
ber do with it just what she thinks best,”’ 

“What bas brought about that decision ?’’ 

“The problem of streets begging. There has been 
an alarming iocrease in that direction in the last 
year, and it'sabout time somebody was looking 
into it. It used to be that one or two beggars daily 
knocked at your doorand begged for bread, and 
cecasionally & thin old-young hand was held out te 
you for a dime or two. Now, your wife, children 
and even yourservantsa@re besieged hourly bya 
host of helpless women and chiidren, begging for 
money, food, clothing, andeven asl heard a lady 
say the other day, ‘for a nice sunday dress.’ ”’ 

“What is the remedy for this evil—for it bas really 
grown into an evii?’’ 

“Work, youpg man! Work! Give them work to 
doand pay them a fair price for doing it."’ 

“But the majority of those that call at the door 
are incepable of doingauy work well enough to 
have it given to them.”’ 

“Then teach them todoit better. Open your eyes 
and you'll find that our women are trying todo 
just that thing for them.”’ 

With a laudable desire for more light on the sub-~ 
jectof woman's Work among women, we sought 
outa lady well known for her practical benevo- 
lence and asked for information in regard to what 
was being done in this directien. 


“Tonly know, personally, of three organisations 
for the as#istance and improvement Of the pourer 
classes—(wo church socie ies, and the other the 
Industrial echool just established on Church 
street.”’ 

“What about that? How and what do they teach, 
and what class of people?’’ 

‘They teacn—batif yousre at leisure, suppose 
you come with me and see for yourself. Lam due 
there now.’”’ 

Still thirstingfor knowledge, we followed. A 
shor: walk brought us toa four-roomed cotiage on 
the corner of Cone and Church streets, aud a 
geutie rap brought the lady iu charge forthe day 
to the door, with a cordial invitation to enter. 
‘Come into the sewing room first,’’ she said on 
learning our errand, ‘‘and afterward we will go 
down into the dining room ad iitehen,”’ 

As the door of the sewing room opened we saw 
two grown girls sitting at macii.ccsstitehing, while 
eigut children, ranging from ten to fifteen years of 
ave, sat round the room, busily engeged ia making 
tags, hemmivg aprons and tack stitching seams. 
Atatablestwood a lady cutting out work, aud 
reacy atall times-to teech and assist the children. 

Down stairgsina neat kitchen two other girls, 
under the direction of a competent lady instructor, 
were getting dinner. Everywhere a thorough 
sys'em was Giecerneble. 7 he girls all looked happy 
aud busy. The ladies corrected, encouraged and 
praised with such cheery good will that it was easy 
to see they had won the confidence and «effectioa 
of ne children they taught, 

“Now, tell us all about it,’’ we eaid, after we had 
been invited into the parior and given a seat. 

“Well, you have seen a good deal of it; but yon 
don’tknown what lies back of itall. You have 
not been into the houses of these girls as we have; 
you have not seen the misery, the sqaaljor, the 
Segradation of their daily surroun‘ifive; you do 
not see the necessity for otir work that we do 
Why, sir, you have to idea of what their homes; 
are; aud of the temptations and trials they endure 
~yes, and resist, for many of them are true and 
good. Oue girl was seut to me by a lady with the 
request that I would doalll couid to keep her in- 
terested in her work, asshe was the only child of 
a drunken, degraded woman, and had not one 
good infiuence in her life Another, a little girl 
ibirteen years old, is the eldest of a family of 
five children whore father bas been sick for a 
ay and owhcse. mother Cannct sew at all. 

'€ nave bee. texching a month 
and have badin that time about a dozen pupil's. 
With two exceptions notoue of these girls could 
sew even in the crucdest way. Nowthree of them 
have learnedto operate three machines with a 
creditable degree of skill, and tne younger ones 
have learned fo hem, stitch and sew very nicely 
with their flugers. Last week one of the girls 
made halfa dozen garments for a lady at West 
Eud and had more work given to her. Another 
has doue a good deal of work for a society and for 
herself. Wedirectall the work and if is badly 
done make thera takeit out,”’ 

“How Go )ou get garments for them to begin 
on?’’ 

“At first we cut ont bags, epronsand under gar- 
ments of cuvarse cloth donated for that purpose. 
They first make bags or ‘“‘pockets’’ that they are 
required to put their thread, needle'and thimbles 
in when the day’s work is over. Then they make 
long aprops to wear while they are at work. If 
they improve they are given an under gar 
ment to make. Some of the girls have 
learned to sew e860 Well bow that we allow 
them to bring cloth of theirownand teach them 
to cat and make thetr dresses "’ 

‘How is the cooking managed?”"’ 

“Two girls are appointed each day, to gt the 
dinner forthe others. The lady of the day in- 
structs them in theircockiug, and it is their duty 
to cook the dinner. set the table and wash the 
aishe "By 

“What do you give them to eat, and what is the 
cost of theirdinner?’’ 

“We give a good, substantial meal, well eooked 
and nicely served, avd-ery to make the groceries 
forthe day cost under fifty cents. Wedo our own 
marketing and sume ot the grocers will give us a 
slight discount.” 

‘Are they paid for their work?”’ 

“Oaly asmall sum; but they are taught to work, 
and thatis worth more than anything elseto them. 
If they donerve them, they are given each day four 
tickets, for punc'naiitv, restpess, good behaviour 
and improvemen Lined ‘These tickets are 
worth two cents each and Saturday afternoon chey 
ere returned andthe children get the worth of 
them in provisions,’’ : 

“What do you proporeto do for them in the fu 
ture. or when they have learned te sew well?’’ 

“if they will stay long enough, we will teach 
them thoroughly allkiuds of work, andif thr yare 
competent when they leave us, will give thema 
certificate of excellence in whatever bracch of work 
theyexcelin We hope, too, that ladies wanting 
work done will give us orders that the gtris can fill. 
We have had many outside app!teants for work, but 
have not had any to give te them.”’ 

“Why is ltthat mostof your pupiisare cbildren?’’ 

‘We find many of the mothers ashamed to come 
to learn to sew: others cannot take the time from 
their work. I think, too, that tiis potgenerally un 
derstood what che union is for and whatit teacces. 
Weare young yet. but we wii! grow.”’ 

“How isthe union supported, and what are your 
plans forthe future?’ 

“At present, entirely by the initiation fees and 
monthly dues of the members, and by a few 
contributions from ontside friends. Weare to have 
aA monthly meeting Monday, (April 14th) and we 
hope toget many new members. As to our plans 
for the future: they are at present, more hopes 
than plans. We hope to broaden into @ grand 10 
dustrial schoel, where women an@ children, boys 
and girls, can be taught todo all kiudsof work. 
But we will need money to carry out our planus, 
and we donot know yet where it is to come from 
We hope it will enter iste the hearts of some goou 
men aud women te help us Every one agrees 
that ave need skilled ‘aborers; and that the only 
way to really help the poor isio teach them to 
help themseives. and it may be that many wiil be 
found willing—anxious to ajd usin our efforts.”’ 

“How is your association governed?” . 

‘By the regular officers, president, vice-president, 
etc. and by acommittee of sixteen ladies. This 
committee mee.w once a week and arravge the 
work forthe week They appoint two ladies for 
each day toatiendto the sewing and cooking, 
This month the members of the executive con, 
yitvee have given their services to the organiza- 
tien and have been at the school every day; but 
sfier thisa regular matron will be elected and 
paid a salary.’ 

“What of the ladies’ exchange? I believe you 
have one in connection with this, and would like 


to know what class of work you will take in 
that.”’ 
“We will take all kinds of work. Anyone 


wishing to dispose of a piecejof work will bring 
it to the exchange: it will be examiued by acom: 
mittee, andif it is eee will be numbered, 
priced and puton exhibition. The lady bringing 
the work will be known only bya number given 
by the committee; and if the work is disposed of 
the exchauge will recerve a percentage, and the 
remainder of the money will be given to the owner 
of the work. Al! this has been explained at length 
by the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, however, and, as knew 
my little pupils are waiting 
for me, I will have to beg you to excuse me now.” 
And this ts the work the women are coing’ 
Helping the people to help themselves; going 
into dreary, unlovely homes and teaching the 
children ibst there is a piace cut io the God’s sus- 
shive for them; giving a noble pride and ambition 
to hearts so bowed down with the burden of want 
and sorrow that they were notstrong enough to 
throb bravely with the glad hopefulness of youth; 
teaching them gentle, kindly lessons of love and 
charity and uveelfishness,in showing them that 
they are remembered and cared for by many good 
women, whose very pamesthey scarcely Know, 
making them respect themselves by showing & 
respect for them, and making busy, useful lires of 
what might otherw se be idle and vicious. 4.
